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Local Resident Wins $7,500 in Contest

LAS VEGAS, Nev. (AP) — 


Despite two searches and the 
presence of armed guards, a 
bomb exploded inside an unoc- 
cupied Trans World Airlines 
Boeing 707 jetliner here today. 
It apparently was part of an 
extortion scheme which has 
triggered a worldwide bomb 
threat against TWA jetliners, 
authorities said. 


The bomb, planted in or near 


the cockpit, exploded at 3:55 
a.m., about seven hours after 
the plane arrived nonstop from 
New York with 10 passengers 
and a seven-member crew. It 


ripped a huge hole in the front 
fuselage, hurling debris for 100 
feet at McCarran International 
Airport. 


Law officers and TWA offi- 


cials said they felt the bomb 
was one of those a mysterious 
extortionist has said he planted 
on TWA jetliners in order to 
get $2 million in ransom from 
the airline. 


Trained dogs sniffed out a 


bomb Tuesday in a cockpit of a 
TWA jetliner en route from 
New York to Los Angeles after 
the plane returned 
to New 


York. No other bombs have 
been reported found. 


No one had any idea how the 


bomb got aboard the plane 
here. It had been searched 
from nose to tail before leaving 
New York and upon landing in 
Las Vegas, said Charles Wyre, 
TWA general manager in Las 
Vegas. 


In 
addition, 
two 
deputies 


guarded the four-engine 707 and 
three other TWA jetliners, of 
which were parked together in 
a loading area about 300 yards 
from the main terminal. The 
other planes were not damaged 
by the blast. One deputy was 
inspecting the plane from the 
outside when the bomb ex- 
ploded and he said, "It sounded 
like dynamite."

No Triumph Showing for 
Anyone in N.H. Voting

MANCHESTER, N.H. (AP) 


— Sen. Edmund S. MusWe's 
New Hampshire 
presidential 


primary showing is neither the 
triumph 
the 
front-running 


Democrat sought nor the politi- 
cal blow his rivals claim. 


It is, rather, the first in- 


stallment in a long, arduous 
season of primary contests, and 
it will be eclipsed in a week by 
the verdict of the voters in 
Florida. 


Muskie won, which he had to 


do. 


He ran comfortably ahead of 


Sen. George McGovern of South 
Dakota, who nonetheless en- 
hanced his credentials as a 
presidential contender with a 
hefty second-place showing. 


But Muskie could not muster 


a clear majority of the Demo- 
cratic vote in his contest with 
McGovern and three other sig- 
nificant challengers. 


It 
was 
McGovern 
who 


emerged as the chief political 
beneficiary in that phase of the 
primary. His showing, with 
more than a third of the total 


Democratic vote, multiplied his 
standing in national opinion 
polls, which rated him the pres- 
idential choice of only 6 per 
cent of Democrats. 


McGoven managers hope the 


New Hampshire showing will 
boost their man when the polls- 
ters next sample public opinion. 


In the preferential vote, with 


over 90 per cent of the ballots 
counted, Muskie's share was 48 
per cent, McGovern's 37. 


In another phase of the pri- 


mary, Muskie was far ahead in 
the contest for the delegates 
who will cast nominating votes 
at the Democratic national con- 
vention. 


Partial returns gave him 16 


of the 20 delegates who will 
cast New Hampshire's 18 votes. 


That was short of the sweep 


his managers had expected. 


But it fits into the Muskie 


game plan: Enter almost every 
contest, collect every available 
delegate in quest of the magic 
1,509. That is the number it will 
take to nominate when Demo- 
crats convene in Miami Beach, 
Fla., next July 10. 


In that effort, the crucial con- 


tests are ahead. Muskie hopes 
are high for a major victory in 
niinois, where 170 delegates 
will be at stake in a March 21 
primary. 


A more impressive 
New 


Hampshire showing could have 
provided a psychological boost 
in the delegate-collecting effort. 
It also might have helped in 
Florida, where 11 Democrats 
are in the race, and where 
Muskie strategists 
fear he 


might finish third, behind Ala- 
bama Gov. George C. Wallace 
and Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey 
of Minnesota. 


Muskie remains the man any 


other Democrat must beat to 
gain the nomination. But the 
bandwagon 
days, 
fashioned 


around the preprimary endorse- 
ments of Democratic leaders 
and officeholders, are over for 


now. 


The senator from Maine has 


23 more primaries in which to 
try to bring them back; his ri- 
vals have that many opportun- 
ities to stop him. 


McClellan Wants 
Some Solution 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen. 


John L. McClellan, D-Ark., said

crisis in Northeast Arkansas 
could be reached within a week 
to 10 days. 


McClellan met in his office 


Tuesday with three representa- 
tives of the Social Security Ad- 
ministation to discuss the re- 
cent dosing of the Shaneyfelt 
Hospital in Manila and the Rod- 
man Hospital in Leachville. 


The facilities recently lost 


their eligibility for medicare 
and have been forced, for eco- 
nomic reasons, to curtail serv- 
ices. 


The purpose 
of Tuesday's 


meeting was to discuss possible 
solutions whereby medicare 
eligibility could be reinstated 
for the two hospitals. 


Gov. 
Dale 
Bumpers first 


mentioned the possibility of a 
compromise solution on March 
2 when he proposed that medi- 
care eligibility be reinstated 
until July 1973 with the under- 
standing that the Shaneyfelt 
Hospital would attempt to meet 
the standards for qualification 
into the program, McClellan's 


office said. 


The senator said he agreed 


the hospitals had a number of 
deficiencies that prevent their 
eligibility in the medicare pro- 
gram but because the two facil- 
ities did not attempt major sur- 
gery or critical operations he 
felt that some latitude in the 
enforcement of the standards 
could be granted. 


"It is, therefore, my opinion 


that if Dr. Shaneyfelt and Dr. 
Rodman take immediate action 
to bring their facilities up to 
standard, the Social Security 
Adminstration should go the 
second mile in the interest in 
providing health care service 
for Leachville and Manila by 
allowing an additional time pe- 
riod 
for 
improvement."

Super Farm Subsidies 
fake a Sharp Drop 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


number of million-dollar "super 
subsidies" paid by the govern- 
ment 
to big 
corporate-type 


farmers last year was reduced 
sharply, while payments 
to 


smaller producers continued to 
make up the lion's share of the 
total, according to the Agricul- 
ture Department. 


A list of payments to farmers 


for participating in 1971 crop 
programs showed only two over 
$1 million, compared with nine 
in 1970. Both were to sugar 
companies. 


The payment list, made pub- 


lic Monday, listed by name 
only those recipients who got 
$5,000 or more last year. 


A statistical analysis, 
also 


made available, showed more 
than 85 per cent of the pay- 
ments were for less than $5,000 
last year, about in line with the 
historical pattern, according to 
records. 


Last year all payments total- 


ed more than $3.1 billion, in- 
cluding those to cotton, wheat 
and feed grain producers who 
were limited to $55,000 per 
crop. Sugar payments are not 
covered by the lid. 


The total was paid to about 


2.4 million farmers. Those get- 
ting less than $5,000 each- 
more than 85 per cent of the 
total number—received nearly 
57 per cent of the $3.1 billion 
paid out, according to the 
USDA breakdown. 


Put another way, less than 15 


per cent of the 1971 payment 
checks accounted for nearly 44 
per cent of the subsidy total. 


According to the tables, near- 


ly 17 per cent of all payments 
were less than $100 each; about 
$3.4 per cent between $100 and 
$200; and more than 23 per cent 
in the $200 to $500 range. 


Slightly more than 14 per 


cent of all 1971 payment checks 
were between $1,000 and $2,000; 
less than six per cent in the $2,- 
000 to $3,000 range; and less 
than three per cent between 
$3.000 and $4,000 each. 


The breakdown showed less 


than 1.7 per cent of the 1971 
payments were between $4,000 
and $5,000 each.

TAMPA, Fla. (AP) — A ninth 


grader was charged with at- 
tempted hijacking after federal 
authorities said he had tried to 
commandeer a National Air- 
lines jet at gunpoint to Sweden. 


The 14-year-old, identified as 


Edmund Maddox McKee Jr. of 
Treasure Island, was talked out 
of the hijack scheme Tuesday 
by the pilot, Capt. Ben Home of 
Miami, who told the teen-ager 
the 727 jet did not have the 
range for such a trip, U.S. mar- 
shals said. 


Home convinced the teen- 


ager to step out into the en- 
trance of the boarding tunnel, 
where he was overpowered and 
taken into custody without a 
struggle, authorities said. 


McKee, choked with tears 


during a detention hearing be- 
fore U.S. Magistrate 
Paul 


Game Jr., was released in the 
custody of his parents until a 
hearing March 17. 


"This is all a surprise to us," 


said the boy's father, Edmund 
McKee Sr., who told Game that 


his son never had been in 
trouble before. 


Authorities said McKee ap- 


proached a ticket agent at the 
head of an escalator leading to 
the passenger area for National 
Flight 67 bound for Miami. 


McKee reportedly pulled a 


loaded .22-caliber revolver from 
a flight bag and told the agent, 
Ron Jones: "I'm hijacking you 
and the plane; let's go." 


An airline spokesman said 


the teen-ager then forced the 
agent to take him aboard the 
plane to the cockpit. 


Jones escorted the youth on 


board and told Home, "Cap- 
tain, I have a young man here 
who wants to hijack the air- 
plane." 


Home talked to the boy for a 


few minutes and persuaded him 
to let the passengers deplane, a 
source said. 


Home convinced the youth to 


pack the pistol back into his 
flight bag and walk with him 
back into the boarding tunnel, a 


source stated. 


Meanwhile, the first ticket 


agent had alerted a federal 
marshal who was two gates 
away. 


Marshals said 17 passengers 


and a crew of seven 
were 


aboard. 


After the boy was taken into 


custody the flight was per- 
mitted to continue and was 
about 40 minutes late arriving 
in Miami on its run from New 
York with intermediate stops 
also at Melbourne and Palm 
Beach, a National spokesman 
said.

Senate approved the limitation, 
which was proposed by Sen.

Opponents of Roth's bill ar- 


gued Congress over the past 
three years has cut much of the 
money requested by Nixon. A 
ceiling, they said, in effect, for- 
feits the chief congressional 
power, the power of the purse. 


Besides, said Sen. Russell 


Long, D-La., a spending curb 
was passed in 1967 and nearly 
every program was exempted 
as it passed over the floor, 
making that limit a joke.

The first Long amendment, 


approved 45 to 38, provided that

Final action on the main bill, 


a hike of $20 billion in the fed- 
eral debt ceiling, was put over 
until today.

much as a savings bond. 


The House has approved the 


same $20-billion hike, citing an 
uncertain economic outlook as 
its reason for denying the full 
$50-billion increase requested 
by the administration.

ministration experts would be 
back this summer for another 
hike.

into the 16th century palace 
outside Madrid, tying up traffic 
for miles around. There was 
room in the chapel for only 500, 
so closed-circuit television was 
set up for the rest to watch in 
two roofed-over patios.

family in the chapel, the bride-

traffickers under tax investiga- 
tion by the end of June, com- 
pared with 413 at present. 


"I'm trying to get this across 


to organized crime," Rossides 
said in an interview. "They'd 
better believe we mean busi- 
ness. They'd better get into an- 
other business." 


He said the tax program, in 


which a team of almost 300 
Treasury agents has been 
turned 
loose 
exclusively 
to 


probe traffickers, is proving 
"one of the best ways to get 
after them." 


The program, launched last 


year as part of President Nix- 
on's antinarcotics drive, hasTe- 
sulted in the seizure of about 
$3.6 million in cash and proper- 
ty and tax assessments os 
about $15.3 million against the 
targets on the list. 


Not all the money is expected 


to be collected. But a lot of it 


already has 
been seized in 


raids in which traffickers were 
arrested and left cash behind. 


Rossides said there has been 


one tax conviction since the 
program began, with nine cases 
pending indictment and six oth- 
ers awaiting trial. 


The Treasury 
depends 
on 


state and local police to supply 
the names of traffickers as can- 
didates for tax investigations. 


Once a trafficker has been 


selected, 
Rossides 
said, he 


knows immediately he is being 
investigated. Agents go in im- 
mediately 
and start looking 


over his books. 


"It disrupts his operation," 


Rossides said. "He's got a tax 
investigation on his back now. 
He's in -trouble. Jt shuts off his 
profits." 


The Treasury 
will concen- 


trate its tax probes in the ma- 
jor cities, Rossides said. And 
another 100 agents will be hired 
by the end of April, to increase 
the pressure.

said the healing process in burn 
patients requires tremendous 
amounts of energy. 


In other types of patients, the 


increase 
in energy 
demand 


may rise 50 per cent above nor- 
mal for three or four days after 
surgery; in severe injuries such 
as a gunshot wound to the 
stomach, it may increase by 
100 per cent, he said. 


But in the case of a seriously 


burned patient, he added, this 
demand for energy may jump 
200 per cent for six to eight 
weeks. 


"If you put a burn patient in 


a cold environment, he will lose 
heat by radiation—he'll try to 
heat the room with his body 
just like a radiator heats a 
house," Moncrief said. 


If the burn patient's environ- 


ment is warm, he said, his 
body can use its energy "for 
the more important functions of 
healing wounds and combating 
infection." 


Moncrief said this doesn't 


mean the entire hospital room 
has to be warm. The patient 
needs 
only 
a 
"micro- 


environment" around him, such 
as heat lamps that the Army 
burn center has used since 
1964, he said. 


The ideal temperature, he 


said, would be just below the 
"sweating point," or about 93 
degrees Fahrenheit.

A rural New York area's long search for its 
own physician has a happy ending—tempor- 


arily, at least. 


"Americans u;ho live ni 
remote rural ureas . . 
often have special 
diffi- 


culty obtaining adequate 
medical care. On the av- 
erage there is now one 
doctor for every f>30 per- 
sons in America. But iii 
over onc-t h i r ti of 
the 


counties the (patient ra- 
tio) is less than one-third 
that liu/h. In over 130 
counties tlterc arc no pri- 
vate physicians at all."

CATO, N.Y. — ( N E A ) — 


For the past five years this 
tucked-away town has been 
an appalling example of the 
ailing state of health care in 
rural America. 


The community's only doc- 


tor moved away in 1967 (he 
said he was o v e r w o r k e d j , 
leaving residents here, and 
in four nearby settlements, 
to have their babies, check 
their fevers and take care of 
their physical emergencies 
however they might. 


It wasn't easy. A new min- 


ister moved here last year 
and c a l l e d 17 out-of-area 
physicians before he found 
one who would accept him 
as a patient. An elderly man 
with prostate trouble had to 
be rescued with an ambu- 
lance while waiting the rou- 
tine TO days before a doctor 
in another town could help 
him. And in at least one case, 
that of an asphyxiated in- 
fant, a human life was lost 


Even if you were dying, they 
wouldn't come." 


To be sure, the doctorless 


people despaired. But. as it 
h a p p e n e d , they did more 
than moan. Residents of five 
affected t o w n s—Cato. Ira. 
Conquest. Victory and Ster- 
ling—grouped together to 
form the Northern Cayuga 
Health Services Association. 
Their common goal: "To get 
a doctor, by kidnaping if 
necessary." 


For awhile, several years. 


it looked as if a d o c t o r 
might have to be kidnaped. 
Northern C a y u g a County. 
N.Y., is hardly an attraction 
for available physicians. It's 
out of the way (between 
Lake Ontario and the New 
York Thruway), it's country 
("We're o l d - f a s h i o n e d 
here"), and there is two feet 
of snow every winter. The 
citizens' health services as- 
sociation advertised in "ev- 
ery m e d i c a l journal we 
could find," but 
in vain. 


There was only one reply in 
five years—from a Hindu 
p h y s i c i a n in Nova Scotia 
who did not meet New York 
medical qualifications. 


Still, the citizens in crisis 


did not give up. They could 
not. As TV repairman Web- 
ster (he's now the adminis- 
trator of the area's medical 
association) explains: "We 
had 8,800 people in our five 
towns without a doctor. And 
when you considered all of 
the surrounding area, there 
w e r e 13,000 more in the 
same fix. It was absolutely 
miserable. I remember once 
I needed a poison ivy shot. I

due to the delays in trans- 
porting emergency cases 18 
miles to the nearest hospital. 


"I'll tell you how bad it's 


been," says TV repairman 
Cliff Webster. "My dad got 
v e r y sick one t i m e and 
couldn't wait for an appoint- 
ment. So I phoned a dozen 
doctors and o f f e r e d them 
$100 
cash to come to town 


for a h o u s e call. They 
wouldn't do it. None of them. 


called up everybody in the 
book. Nothing. I told them 
all I wanted was a simple 
shot, that a nurse could give 
it to me, but they all just 
said go some place else." So, 
adds Webster, "We couldn't 
stop trying. We just had to 
get a doctor here somehow." 


As it turned out, the pluck 


and persistence paid. Last 
year somebody in Cato read 
a news story about the Na-

tional E m e r g e n t - y Health 
Personnel Act—a new pro1 
gram to provide temporary 
health w o r k e r s , including 
doctors, to areas in critical 
need. "My gosh." says Web- 
ster, "it was a godsend." His 
group drew up several pa- 
pers d o c u m e n t i n g their 
plight. S a m o l e : "In many 
ways, animals are receiving 
b e t t e r medical care than 
people in our area." Shortly 
thereafter, the federal gov- 
ernment listed Cato as one 
of 13 rural and big-city areas 
which this year will receive 
government physicians and 
new health care hope. 


Citizens here are. to say 


the least, elated. They have 
taken space from the local 
elementary school for a tem- 
p o r a r y clinic. They have 
scheduled everything from 
bank loans to bake sales to 
raise $150.000 first-year ex- 
penses. They have ordered 
a complement of £ear, in- 
c l u d i n g an electrocardio- 
graph unit and an old X-ray 
machine. And they have wel- 
comed, almost overwhelmed, 
the first of two doctors to 
arrive . 


Clinic operations begin in 


mid-March. Says W e b s t e r : 
"It's a dream come true." 


Despite the relief and joy, 


the area's medical problems 
are probably not over. The 
federal doctor on hand, Dan- 
iel Janiga, is too young (28), 
too hip ("I got into Public 
Health because it was a way 
to avoid the draft" I and too 
city (Chicago) to consider 
Cato anything more than an 
obligatory stopoff in his ca- 
reer. Thus, unless the gov- 
ernment continues to sup- 
ply the area with physicians 
(which it won't), the citizens 
still must lure a private pro- 
fessional here. 


And yet—what the hell- 


never mind the remaining 
worries. At long last folks in 
this area have a sawbones. 
And the business is abuild- 
ing. "First thing I'm gonna 
do," says a happy old-timer, 
"is tell him about my knee. 
It throws out. I'm standing 
there, doing nothing, and it 
just throws out. Then there's 
my stomach, Oh, boy, my 
s t o m a c h . I got this pain 
right here that has . . ."

toms police have made their 
second big Riviera drug haul in 
a week, seizing 321 pounds of 
morphine from under the seats 
of a car coming from Istanbul.
